force strong enough to preserve peace and 
order. 

‘* Most earnestly I appeal,” he said, “ to the 
United Nations to take at once the steps neces- 
sary to save Jerusalem from destruction, and 
especially 1 would appeal to Christians in the 
United States to urge this course upon their 
Government. If indeed Jerusalem with its 
sacred places is buried in general ruin, then 
too late a cry of horror and shame will arise 
from Christendom and United Nations wil] 
have suffered a blow to its influence and 
prestige from which probably it will never re- 
cover. As to-day we rejoice over the empty 
Tomb let us also very literally in the words of

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or In conversation with the Ambassador Mr. 
grnst referred to an old idea which he said President 
Roosevelt had put to him in 1944. This was that the 
Palestine problem would be greatly eased if other 
nations could be persuaded to take their quota of 
Jewish refugees. lir. Ernst took some soundings about 
this at the time but the idea was dropped. He now 
wishes to take it up again on his own initiative, and 
the object of his visit to Palestine is to get into 
touch with Dr. Magnes and other likeminded -Tews of 
standing, in the hope that they will agree to send a 
letter to Mr. Trygve Lie embodying his ideas and 
urging the adoption of his programme by the United 


Nations. 
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ue He left with the Ambassador a draft of 
such a letter. It points out the key role of 
immigration in the Palestine problem and the bad 
effect on the Arabs of the “pressed and hurried 
immigration" to which the Jews were driven by Nazi 
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persecution. This would, it continues, still be a 
difficult problem even for a Jewish State created 
under partition and the conclusion is drawn that 
good Jewish-Arab relations in Palestine can only be 
achieved if all meu:bers of the United Nations agree 
together to grant asylum to all Displaced Persons. 
This would enable the inhabitants of Palestine to 
view the problem in new terms and it might then be 
possible to set up a bi-national or federal state 
with Jewish immigration proceeding at a rate which 
would not alarm the Arabs. With the opening of 
other countries to Displaced Persons, those Jews 

who wished to imnigrate into Falestine would be 
persons really desiring to work there rather than 
refugees. At the same time a Jordan Valley authority 
might be established with United States financial 
and technical assistance. In the meantime a 
temporary trusteeship should be set up in order to 
give time for the necessary arrangements to be made. 
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Be It is unlikely that Mr. irnst's proposals 
will have much success in present conditions, but 
we thought that you might like to know about them 
since he may call at the Foreign Office while he is 
in the United Kingdom. If you think it worthwhile, 


perhaps you would inform Jerusalem of any approach 
he may make to you. We do not know how long he 
proposes to stay in the United Kingdom as no reply 
has yet been received from Jerusalem to the 
application which was made on his behalf for a visa 
for Falestine. If Jerusalem are not able to give 
this reply before the 2nd April they will send it

The Lord Jesus presented Himself as 
the Door to salvation. 


He said: “Z am the Door: Me if 
any man enter in, he shall be saved, and 
shall go in and out and find pasture” 
(John 10:9). | 


Let us consider every word of the 
statement: “Z am the Door”. 


The personal pronoun “I” refers to the 
Lord Jesus Christ. When He says “J am 
the Door,” He excludes everything and 
everybody else. 


Hence the Church—although a divine 
institution—is not the Door. The preach- 


er—although able to point his hearers to 
the Door—is not the Door. 


The ordinances—although given by 
the Lord—are not the Door. Good works 
—although enjoined upon believers— 
are not the Door. | 


The Lord Himself is the Door! He 
said: “No man cometh unto the Father 
but by me” (John 14:6). It is written: 
“Neither is there salvation in any other: 
for there is none other name under 
heaven given among men, whereby we 


must be saved” (Acts 4:12). 


The word “Am” deserves serious con- 
sideration. He did not say: “I was the 
Door”’—as though it were only true in 
the past. 
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The following is an editorial from the Hous- 
ton Chronicle: , 

“The Man Upstairs brought me down. I 
talked to Him. I talked to Him Pens 
He must have heard me.” , 

That is the only explanation, says Lt. Mat- 
thew L. Vinson of Houston, of his surviving 
the crash of his burning, bomb-filled plane into 
a mined area. He couldn’t see ahead of him as 
he handled the stick. He takes no credit for 
making a safe landing by instinct. The credit, 
he says, belongs to “The Man Upstairs.” 

There is no flippancy in the youthful flier’s 
manner of referring to God. He could not have 
spoken more reverently if he had said “God,” or 
“The Creator,” or “The Supreme Being.” 

One could discern, reading the young man’s 
account of his experience, that “The Man Up- 


stairs” seemed very close to him in those terri- 
fying moments when he was almost roasted 
alive, yet couldn’t jump because his parachute 
had been blown out of the ship. He talked to 
Him, asked Him to save him by some miracle. 
And a miracle it appeared to be. 


Oxygen Box Explodes 

The Flying Fortress of which Vinson was 
co-pilot had just taken off when an oxygen box 
exploded, tearing a big hole in the ship and 
setting it afire. Metal doors were fused by the 
terrific heat. 

The other crew members escaped because air 
blasting through the hole forced the flames to 
the back of the fuselage, allowing them to reach 
the escape hatch. One by one they jumped. 

Then came the second explosion. It blew 
Vinson’s parachute away. The bombadier, last 
man to jump, offered to stay with the co-pilot 
or attempt to descend together with one chute. 
Vinson, knowing they could not get out the 
escape hatch together, pushed the bombadier 
out. 

Then the young co-pilot, facing almost cer- 
tain death, tried to get the Blackheart, Jr., out

over the water so no one would be vitte be its 
bombs. The plane was burning fast. The 
machine gun ammunition began exploding. The 
bombs 1 gmht do the same any moment. 

All t time, Vinson relates, “I talked to 
Him. I talked to Him plenty—and He must 
have heard me.” 

The flier could not see ahead of him and the 
instruments were blacked out. But he could see 
out a side window. He found he was still over 
land, about 3,000 feet up, and not spinning. The 
ship still responded to a hard tug on the stick. 
He decided to try to land on the beach. 


Blows Up in Mine Field 

And still the tale is not done. The Fortress 
settled to earth in the middle of a heavily 
mined area on the English shore. Coastguards- 
men who knew the path through the mines 
brought Vinson out. And then the plane blew 
up as its 2,000 pounds of bombs exploded from 
the heat. 

Vinson’s own part in the amazing incident 
is a story of pure heroism from first to last. But 
the landing, he insists, was not due to his skill. 

Here is another soldier who, we may be sure, 
never so long as he lives will doubt the power 
of prayer. There are many such. Enough per- 
sonal testimony has appeared in print since 
the famous maxim from Bataan: “There are no 
atheists in fox holes,” to fill a good-sized book.

is the accepted time; behold, now is the 
day of salvation” (2 Cor.

The definite article “the” is to be notic-

Such a course of action on the part of H.lie Government 
will be absolutely contrary to the wishes of the British people. 
After the statements which have been made by Mr. Ernest Bevin 
and Mr. Creech=Jones, such a course would be a betrayal of the 
masses of the people. Everyone is agreed that quite enough blood 
of British soldiers and police has been shed in Palestine and if 
any policing of Palestine is necessary after May 15th, it should 
not be done by British troops but by those who up to now have 
taken good care to keep out of it. 


The handling of the Palestine question by the U.S.A., 
has been atrociously bad but that is no. reason why British 
troops should be called upon to make further sacrifices. If the 
Government gives way to this pressure from the Umited States, it 
Simply means that aid under the Marshall plan is to be purchased 
with the blood of British soldiers. I sincerely trust that all 
such pressure will be resisted and that the promises repeatedly 
made by the Government regarding Palestine, will be fulfilled.

“ In view of our close contact with the various classes 
of our communities, we deem it our duty to draw the 
attention of all responsible authorities to the fact that 
the Christian Arab community in Palestine of all
